Appoints Committee to Confer 
With Lawnside Negro Mayor in Effort 
To Relieve Unemployment .

September 15.—Responsibility for 
ending discrimination against Lawnside Borough, 90 per 
cent Negro township near Camden, was recognized by the 
Camden County Board of Freeholders last night. 


The board appointed a committee to confer with Mayor 
Ephraim J. Still and the Lawnsidee 


Borough Council and to bring in a 
report on the possibility of county- 
sponsored Federal projects to solve 
the borough's unemployment prob- 
lem. 

Lawnside is the only incorporated 
community in the East with a Ne- 
| gro Mayor and Council. 

Mayor Still, heading a delegation 
of 25 Lawnside townspeople, told 


the Freeholders his borough is sub- 
jected to “a vicious cycte or per- 
manent economic insecurity brought 
on by unemployment and resulting 
in a falling off of borough revenue, 
increase of tax rates decreed by the 
State Tax Board, inability of citi- 
zens to pay taxes, loss of homes 
and cessation of relief at a time 
when it is most needed.” 


“This general unemployment 
problem,” the Mayor said, “has been 
aggravated by the recent WPA lay- 
offs, but it has always been sharp 
in the case of the citizens of our 
borough, because of the unemploy- 
ment discrimination against Negro 
people practiced by some large cor- 
porations operating in Camden 
County.” 

Investigation of 14 New Jersey 
municipalities, including Lawnside, 
by the Hargraves Legislative Com- 
mission, Still pointed out, shows 
that 47 per cent of Negro dwellings 
have no running water, 76 per cent 
have no electricity and that 70 per 
cent need major or minor repairs 
to make them fit to live in. 


Proposals brought forward by the 
Lawnside town delegation included 
county-sponsored projects for hous- 
ing, water and sewage. 

Attempts of reactionary Repub- 
lican ‘board members to sidetrack 
solution of Lawnside’s special prob- 
lems through a “general investiga- 
tion of the employment needs of 
all boroughs in the county” were 
blocked when Democratic majority 
leader Maurice Bart reminded the 
board that no other town in Cam- 
den County is systematically dis- 
criminated against because of the 
racial composition of its citizens. 

Last night's action by the Board 
of Freeholders was the result of a 
mass town meeting called by Mayor 
Still in response to a petition signed 
by more than 500 of the borough's 
1,400 residents. Speakers at the 

eeting included Assemblyman 
Hargraves of Essex County and 

rbert H. Cole, president of the 
State Federation of Teachers and 
former secretary of Labor's Non-

Most important of the Board's 
labor plans is one summarized as 
“curbing of out-of-line increases in 
wages and cost of living.” Rising 
living costs in war-time certainly 
need curbing, but it was con- 
clusively shown during the World 
War that wages lag behind in- 
creases in prices of things that 
Wage-tarners must buy. In a pam- 
phiet issued in 1933, What War 
Means to the Workers, Robert W. 
Dunn of Labor Research Association 
answered the question, “will war 
bring back prosperity?” in the nega- 
tive.

The Finger Points 
To Armour & Co. 


© Why has Armour and Company, the 
biggest of the big meat packing corporations, 
reneged on its word and refused to negotiate 
with the CIO Packinghouse Workers Organ- 
izing Committee? 

Armour is so hard put to explain its stand 
before the public that the Journal of Com- 
merce has now rushed to the company’s de- 
fense with a prize piece of distortion. 

The Journal of Commerce says that the 
National Labor Relations Board has “de- 
signated the various plants of Armour and 
Company as suitable collective bargaining 
units,” and that nothing can be done now 
until elections are held. 


This is entirely false. What the. Labor 
Board did was to certify the Packinghouse 
Workers Organizing Committee as the bar- 
gaining agent for 14 Armour plants, involv- 
ing 18,000 workers. This meant that the 
stage was ready for negotiations. 


In fact, on Aug. 18 the company offered 
to negotiate with the union on a plant-by- 
plant basis, instead of the nation-wide basis 
for which the union had been pressing. But 
when the union accepted this offer in the 
interests of a peaceful settlement, the com- 
pany went back on its word and refused to 
negotiate at all. 


Faced with this proof of bad faith on the 
part of the company, the union has reverted 
to its original demand for a national con- 
tract covering the 14 plants where it has 
been certified, and is compelled to threaten 
strike action, the only language apparently 
which Armour understands. 

The union’s appeal to Armour to settle the 
dispute with the union “in the interests of 
national unity and harmony in this world 
emergency,” will certainly receive the sup- 
port of the general public. Full responsibility 


for the threatening strike, rests on the 


shoulders of Armour. The public will not 
forget that.

‘Rubber Hose’ Harvey 
At It Again 
® President George “Rubber Hose” Harvey 
of Queens is at it again. 
With the European war as an excuse, 


Harvey has just had Sheriff Fitzgerald 
form a little army of 1,200 special deputies. 


These deputies are’ supposed to keep the 
Borough of Queens “neutral” and prevent it 
from becoming involved in the European 
war. But the game is given away when 
Sheriff Fitzgerald complains, as justifica- 
tion. for his move, that Queens has its 
“share of RADICALS, spies and. saboteurs” 
(Emphasis ours—Editor). 

If Sheriff Fitzgerald really were con- 
cerned about tracking down spies, he 
wouldn’t need 1,200 additional deputies. All 
he would have to do would be to trail some 
of the associates of President Hafvey. For 
Harvey, as is well known, has been an hon- 
ored speaker at Nazi Bund rallies. 

When Fitzgerald. says that he is out to 
get the “radicals,” it is clear what he and 
Harvey have in mind: to use the war situ- 
ation as a screen for a reign of intimidation 
against not only the Communists, but also
